I had alfo{peech with (ome of the 
Indians ( Mr. Mabu being my Interpreter.) Above the reft my defire 
was to [peak, with the Indian Who now preacheth unto them every Lords 
day twice, whofe name is Hiacoomes, who (eemed to me to be a maz

man well reported of for his converfation both by the Englifh and In. - 
_dians. I thought himto be about 30 yeers of age; with thu man I bad 
often fpeech,and | asked him divers queftions about ( hristian Religion, 
and about his own eftate before God. Lremember once I asked him the(e 
gueftions. 1, Whether he had found*forrow tor fin, asfin, 2, Whe- 
ther he had forrowed for his fins as they had pierced Chrift. 3. Whe- 
ther he had found the Spirit of God as an inward comforter to him; 
Vuto all which he gave me a very good fatufattory and Chriftian an~ 
[wer. eAfter thu T had the opportunity to go toa private meeting 
of the Indtans (of which you fhall understand more in the Letter fol- 
lowing ) with Ar. Mahu, where having {pent threeor foure houres in-_ 
Queftions and Aufwers, which paljed too and fro between the Induans 
and my {elf ; at our parting I defired that one of them would defire a 
bleffing upon what they had heard for their edificarion, which was ace 
cordingly done ; for they chofe out a young man who prayed a quarter 
of an houre, and fomewhat more, with great reverence and affection, 
as farve as I could judge by his voyce and outward deportment : Adafter 
Mahn alfo told me that he had many pertinent and fignificant expreffions 
in hts prayers fo that God hath poured on {ome of them the gift, and I

The next day we rode tothe Indian Letture,wherée Mr.Mahu preach= 
ed and catechifed their children, who anfwered readily and modeftly in 
the Principles of Religion; fome of them an{wered in the Englifh fome 
in the Indian tongue. I hus having feen a fhort model of hw way, aha 
of the paines he took, I made fome enquiry about Afr. Mahu himfelf, 
and about bis fubjiftance, becaufe \ fav ont fmall and flender appears 
duce of outward conveniences of life,in any comfortable way; the man 
himfelf was modeft, and Ucould get but little from hina; bur after, I 
under ftood from others how fhort things went with him, and how he 
was many times forced to labour with hi own hands, baving a wife 
and three {mall children which depended upon him, to provide neceffa= 
vies for thems; having not balfe (omuch yeerly coming in, in a {et- 
led Way, as-an ordinary labourer gets there amongft them. Yet he us 
chearfull amidft thefe ftraits, and none bear him to complain, The truth

Ou being by efpecial providence of God, brought a- 
~ mongftus, and while you were here looking into 
the prefent mercy of God that thefe Indians were 
bleffed with, you found an occafion farther to en- 
quire what the former difpenfarions of God have 
/ beene to bring them hitherto. Now afluring 
my felf thatitis from your defire that the Lord 
may be glorified in the falvation of thefe poor Indian fouls , I 
fhall, by the affiftance of God, declare the truth, and that which 
fhall, by his grace, adminifter alfo a ground of prayer to be put un- 
to the God of all bleflings in Jefus Chrift for us ;and I hope, unto 
any, whom the Lord fhall call to the like fervice, a blefled experi- 
ence of the Lords workings, turning all things, yea feeming hinde- 
ances, to the furtherance of the work of grace among ft them. 
Now foryour fatisfaion you may pleafe to know that this 
work amongft the Indians had its firft rife and beginning in the 
yeere 1643. When the Lord ftirred up the heart ofan Indian, who 
then lived neer to the Englithj Plantation, whofe name is Hia- 
~ coomes,a man ofa fad & a fober fpirit,unto whofewigwam or houfe 
fome of the Englith repairing, & fpeaking to him about the way of 
the Englith,he came to vifit our habitations and publike meetings,

thinking that there might be better wayeSand means amongft the - 
Englith, for the attaining of the bleffings of health and life, then 
could be found amongft themfelvs: Yet not without fome thoughts 
and hopes of a higher good he might poflibly gain thereby ; at 
which time I took notice of him, and had oft difcourfe with him, 
inviting him to my houfe every Lords day at night. About this 
time it fo fellout, that this Indian went with fome Englith men 
toa little fland, where meeting a furly Sagamore whofe name was 
By this name Pake Poneffo, who reproached him for his fellowfhip withthe En- 
they cali ther -glith, both in their. civiband religious wayes, railing at him for his 
Kings aud Gor being obedient to them: Hiacoomesreplyed that he was gladly o- 
guiee bedient tothe Englifh, neither was it for the Indians hurt he. did 
fo; Upon which the Sagamore gave hima great blow on the face 
with his hand; but there being fome Englifh men prefent, they 
would not fuffer the Sagamore to ftrike him again. The poor In- 
dian thus wronged, made this ufe of it, andiaid, I had one hand 
for injures, and the other for God, while 1 did recerve wrong With the 
one, the other laid the greater hold onGod. 

There was a'very {trange difeafe this yeare amongft the Indians, 
they didrun up and down till they could run. no longer,they made 
their faces.as black as a coale,{natched up any weapon, {pake great 
words, but didnohure; Ihave feen many ofthem in this cafe.The 
Indians having many calamities fallen uponthem, they laid the 
caufe of all their wants,ficknefles,and death,upon their departing 
from their old heathenifh ways, only this man held out,and conti- 
nued his. care about the things of God: and being defirous to read, 
the Englifh gave him a Primer, which he ftil carries about with 
him. .

I have throwne 
away all thefe, and a great many more fome yeers ago, yet am pre- 
ferved asyou fee this day; you {peak true {aid /4yoxeo; therefore 
Twill chrow away all my gods too, and ferve that one God with 
you. Hiacoomes told them all, he did fear this sreat God only and

thefe things in the hearts of men, and that himfelf did feare this

fins, and to be better, and after he was dead, to inherit a life in

Now there be three things in this beginning that were greatly 
inquired into. 1. Earthly riches, what they fhould get. 2. What 
approbation they fhould get from other Sagamores and Gover- 
nots. 3. How they fhould come off fromthe Pawwawes; but in 
neither of thefe could they finde that which might give motion to

Then they all wondered exceedingly when he fpake thus fo open- 
ly. Then divers of them faid one by one, though before I was a- 
flail of the Pawwawes, yet now, becaufe I hear Hiacoomes his 
words, | do not fear them, but beleeve in God too. Then the meet- 
ing at this time was carried on, and Hiacoomes is defired by the In- 
dians to reckon up their fins untothem; he prefently found 45. or 
50. and as many good duties; his work was very well liked, and in 
the conclufion twenty two Indians were found to refolve againft 
thofe evils, and to walk with God, and attend the word of God. 
But 1 may not here forget an Indian called Hammanequem, who 
exceeded all the reft, to the wonderment of the Indians; he with 
much forrow, hatred, and courage, related about twenty of his 
own fins, and profetled to follow the one God againft all oppofi- 
tion; He told them he was brought into this condition by Giacoomes 
hiscounfel from the Word of God, which at firfthe faid he liked 
not, afterwayes laid ic by himas athing to beconfidered , not 
knowing well what to do; at laft, looking over things again, he 
came to this refolution which you have now heard; I confeffe 
this adion makes me think he fpake more then froma natural 
principle confidering that the man hath been fince an earneft feek_ 
ex of more light both publike and private; as alfo for refufing the 
help of a Pawwaw which lives within a bow fhoot of his doore, 
when his wife was three dayes intravel, and waited patiently up-’ 
en God, till they obtained a merciful deliverance by prayer. 
And whilft we'were making progreffe in the work of the Lord 
ena Ledure day, an Indian ftood up, and faid he had been a fin- 
ner, and committed many evil! things, but now was forry for them, 
and did repent, defired to forfakehis fins, and to walk in Gods 
way. Then-he went tothe Sagamore J oWanquetick, and took him! 
bythe hand, faying, / do love you, and do greatly defire to go a- 
long with you for Gods fake; the like alfo he-faid to fome others, 
and then came to mein like manner, faying, / pray love me, and [ 
do love you, and am defirous to go. with you for Gods- fakes fo 
he was received with many thanks, and {ince I know him to be di-.

‘this meeting, befides women that are looking this way, which we

in general have the knowledge of the fundamental points of Re- 
ligion; your felf when you were with us, had fome tryal of it; it 
wasa great while my maine work to adminifter light in general to 
them; and there now, through mercy, appears fome life, hoping 
that fome of them have received this great mercy of God 
in Chrift. This isa great incouragement to me, as alfo that their 
hearts are engaged in the way of the Lord for the falvation of their 
own fouls upon Gods ends. One of thefe meeting Indians faid(and 
I hope feelingly ) that if all the world, the riches, plenty, and plea- 
fures of it were prefented without God,or God without all thefe, I 
would take God. And another faid that ifthe greateft Sagamore in 
the Land fhould take him in his armes,and proffer him his love and 
_ riches and gifts to turn from his way, he would not go with him 
from this way of God. I heard one of them of his ownaccord 
(and to the fame purpofe) in complaining againft head knowledge 
and lip prayers, without heart holinefle, loathing the condition of 
fuch a man, faying, I defire my heart may tafte the word of God, 
repent of my finnes, and leane upon the Redemption of the Lord 
Jefus Chrift. Some of them having a difcourfe with Vazamequin 
a great Sachem or Governour on the maine Land (coming a- 
mongft them) about. the wayes of God, he enquired what earth- 
ly good things came along with them, and demandingof them 
what they had gotten by all they had done this way? one of them 
replyed, we ferve not God for cloathing, nor for any outward 
thing. I have obferved many fuch like paffages; but my. occafions. 
at prefent will not permit me to fet themdown, I only bring you ©

God; the former fins of my heart in the time of my youth I 
now remember; when Lhear the word of God, and when I waik 
in the woods alone, I have much talk with God, and great repen- 
_ tance for my fins, and now I throw behind meall my ftrange gods, 
and my heart goes right to God in prayer. 

The way that Iam now in (through the grace of God) for the 
carrying on of this great work, is bya Ledure every fortnight, 
whereunto both men women and childrendo come; and firft I 
pray with them, teach them, chatechife their children, fing a Pfalm, 
and allin their. own language. I confeire every laft day of che 
week with Hiacoomes about his fubject matter. of. preaching tothe 
Indians the next day,where I furnifh him with what fpititual food 
the Lord 1s pleafed_to afford me for them, wherein God hath 
much afiifted him for his own and their fpiritual’ sood and advan- 
tage, whots diligent and confcionable to hold forth the grace of 
-Chriftto theIndians. For this purpofe your fervent and frequent

And 
they anfwered that they all found it fo in their hearts, and-that it 
had been a matter of difcourfe among themfelves, Wondring at it, 
what the reafon of it foould be, which was no {mall comfortand en- 
courasement unto my fpirit; Then in my anfwer I asked them 
what fhould be the reafonthat the godly people in Exgland, 3000. 
miles off, who never faw them, yet hearing that they pray toGod, 
do exceedingly rejoyce at it, and love them, and fend them tokens 
of their love, and then I reckoned up what had been fent them, 
and menticnedfomenames to them, and farther told them that

was fcattered in all or moftof the Townes about them, yer the 
Lord hath preferved them froni it; And that which maketh this 
favour of God the more-evident and confpicuous, is this; That. 
there isa company of profane Indians that lately are come to a- 
place near Wamouth, not farre from our 4 ndians, who donot onely — 
refufeto pray unto God, but oppofe and apprehend that they were 
fent thither, if notby the policie of fome Parwaws, yet by the in-- 
fligationof Sathan; on’purpofe to feduce: the younger fort from: 
their profeflion, and difcourage others; and indeed they being fo. 
neer,had that effect evidently in fome of the younger fort. Now 
it pleafed God that this company of wicked Indians, were fmitten: 
with the Pox,and fundry cut off, and thofe which were cut off,. 
were of theworft and mifchievous. of them all; which Provi- 
dences, all the sood Indians do take a great notice of,and doth fay”
